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NOW ON THE AGENDA 


It is suggested that an international 
conference n assemble in January t 
consider the reparations question. That 
there will be such a conference, and that 
it will assemble soon, appears to be taken 
for granted. 

That at least is one step, and an im- 
portant one, in the direction of a gene ral 
accounting of the world debt situation. It 
follows naturally and necessarily from th: 
finding of the Young advisory committee 
In common language, the committee told 
Germany’s creditors they may as _ well 
abandon hope of getting all they have 
asked for, and be content with what they 
ean get. 

France has made plain that there will 
be no reduction in its reparations claims 
unless there is a corresponding reduction 
in its war debt. Other countries in Europe 
are entitled to equal treatment with 
France, and will demand it as a matter of 
right and a matter of policy. The repara- 
tions conference can hardly be kept from 
drifting into a general war debt confer- 
ence, 


ANOTHER DIPLOMATIC INTER- 
CHANGE 

Japan is rather pained that Britain, the 
United States and France should have 
“apprehensions” as to its purpose regard- 
ing the Chinese “government” at Chin- 
chow. Perhaps, if Tokyo abandoned diplo- 
matic language, it would admit that it 1s 
perplexed to understand the unwillingness 
of western nations to recognize what has 
happened in Manchuria. 

Southern Manchuria has been convert- 
ed into a Japanese protectorate. The Chi- 
nese outpost at Chinchow is little more 
than a symbol of China’s claim to the pos- 
session of territory which it could not gov- 
ern and over which it no longer has even 
nominal control. Since the western powers 
did not intervene to prevent the conquest 
of Manchuria, they will not intervene to 

revent the Japanese eliminating the sym- 
bol of a Chinese authority that did not 
exist, whenever they get ready to do so. 

The western world cannot sanction the 
Japanese occupation of Manchuria with- 
out seeming to condone violence to the 
provisions of a whole series of treaties be- 
ginning at Versailles and ending with the 
Kellogg Pact. Japan understands that 
quite well, and is entirely prepared to get 
along without the sanction seeing that it 
has the country. 


THE MOSLEMS HEARD FROM 


Gandhi arrived in India just in time to 
learn that the Moslem League had thrown 
his “swaraj’” program overboard and de- 
clared for a system of “responsible gov- 
ernment with adequate safeguards for 
Moslems,” with Britain, of course, back- 
ing the safeguards and giving them mean- 
ing. 

That breaks the tradition that Gandhi 
spoke for a united India in demanding 
complete independence. The Moslems do 
not want that, for the sufficient reason 
that they would be swamped and dominat- 
ed by the Hindu majority, against whom 
they need and are asking for safeguards. 
Neither have the native Princes any notion 
of submitting to Hindu domination under 
the guise of independence. 

This does not imply that Gandhi will 
not try to make good his prediction that 
there will be “hell in India”. But it should 
give him cause to consider the conse- 
quences, If India is to be made resemble 
the infernal regions, the Hindu is not the 
only party to take a hand in the proceed- 
ings. The Moslem, though out-numbered, 
happens to be the military element in the 
population. If the Hindu wants what 
Gandhi predicts, there is plenty of evidence 
that he can have it in the racial riotings 
that break out wherever and whenever the 
British ‘ ” is not present in force,

WILL CANADA STEP OFF? 

Professor Swanson, of the University 
of Saskatchewan, has written a book, “De- 
pression—-and the Way Out,” that is at- 
tracting a good deal of attention, as any 
book from his pen must do, 

His argument is that Canada might 
better go off the gold standard for a time 
and fix the value of the dollar in relation 
to the pound sterling. This proposal is the 
more striking because Professor Swanson 
is a strong believer in the usefulness of 
gold as a basis for the adjustment of inter- 
national trade balances in normal condi- 
tions. 

Canada is already off the gold stand- 


——- 


ard, with the excepticn that Government 
obligations in the United States are being 
pail in gold. In trade the dollar is beins; 
left to take care of itself; witness the out- 
rageous exchange rate that New York is 
demanding on our dollar, a rate which the 
experts at Ottawa admit to be out of line 
with the “hard facts of economics.” 

There must be a point where it would 
be better to stop paying our public 
debts in gold, let the dollar in New York 
slump to a level fixed by the market re- 
quirements, and take the benefits which 
would come to Canada in the way of stimu- 
lated export trade. And unless our Gov- 
ernment obligations in New York are of 
tremendous magnitude, that point would 
appear to have been reached. 

One immediate effect of Professor 
Swanson’s proposal would be an increase 
in the price of wheat. Canada would at 
once drop the hanaicap it now carries in 
trying to sell its wheat against that of 
Australia and the Argentine, both of 
which countries long ago slid off the gold 
standard. And nothing would more quick- 
ly react to the advantage of business all 
over the Dominion than a substantial in- 
crease in the price the western provinces 
get for their wheat.

Another resolution concerned the coming to meals when 
called, In our house, it is the pernicious habit of the cook 
to announce dinner when you are in the very act of tam- 
ing the word you wanted; when the sequence in solitaire 
is just beginning to come right after a sorry beginning; or 
when your king is all ready to clear the board in checkers 
I consider the cook my worst enemy, the others being 
cheese and the telephone. So far as this resolution is con- 
cerned, I am fallen, “Like Lucifer, never to rise again.” 
Here, at the end of the year, most of my meals are eaten 
from a sidetable, from a hot-air closet or from a tray. As 
a further declension from virtue, I will not be argued into 


going to bed nor persuaded to get up, which facts would 
tend to demonstrate that resolves unkent are cumulative 
in their effects and lead to the most mischievous results 

I made other resolutions, but here let me interject the 
statement that the preachers are all wrong when they 
describe to us the terrific struggles we must expect to en- 
counter in oui fight against the powers of darkness, 

They advise us to put on armour, and “acquit ourselves 
like men” (this is a joke) if we are to escape the machina- 
tions of the evil one. Now, as an actual fact none of us 
feel ourselves to be so amazingly uncontrolled as this, It 
is true we often hate our enemies as much as David did 
in the Psalms, or love our neighbors as much as David did 
on another occasion, but few of us have the courage to 
come to the point. We are not nearly so bad as the 
preachers think we are. Someone has been misinform'ng 
them concerning us, 

Now for my part, I often decide that I shall murder 
my neighbor who poisons my nights with his voilin—nothing 
shall prevent my carrying out this resolution, but, when 
morning comes, I find I am much too kind to cut off his 
head, » ot him in the bow arm, or indulge in any of those 
sanguinacy atrocities that my imagination had conjured up. 
Murder in the morning is not so easy or so ethical as it 
seems at night. For this reason, when I meet him, I 
straighten my back and say to him (under my breath, you 
understand) “Very well, be a dog and bay. the moon if you 
will.” I also call him Double Serpent, Muck Worm, and 
much worse names which I would be quite ashamed to 
repeat audibly. 

Now, take stealing. Most people know a dozen reasons 
why it is not only desirable but wholly justifiable to rob a 
bank but, owing to a strongly-rooted prejudice in the minds 
of the judiciary of this country, the proceeding is con- 
sidered to be inapv, or even indefensible. The only method 
of stealing at all likely to be winked at by their Honors 
of the Bencn is that form wherein you persuade a man, 
in separating him from his money, that you will pay him 
a hundredfold—in the future 

For these reasons, as well as the equally weighty one 
that the bank safe must be “cracked” or “blown,” we all 
find it hard in the extreme to screw up the necessary 
courage. And yet these preachers go on stupidly telling 
us to restrain our hands from picking and stealing. 

It is true that once, of a time, I did steal, but it was 
a rage mat—a black mat with “Welcome Home” in red 
letters. This was the way of it. In those sodden days we 
lived in a semi-detached house, and our neighbor had 
this appalling rug on her verandah cheek-by-jowl with 
my cocoa-palm mat. In poetry, the palm may sigh for the 
pine, but in practical life they are badly matched, Everyone 
who entered my door had his or her joke to make about 
this rug, filling me topful with wrath and mortification 
Who wanted to live under the same roof with the owners 
of such a rug? Who wanted to be saluted by flaming 
letters wrought in rags? 

The head of our household (that is to say, the nominal 
head) gave it as his opinion that I was peevish and illogical 
and unduly concerned about a trifle, Besides, hadn't he 
with his own eyes seen me work “Welcome to our Town,” 
in red rag letters in honor of the visit of His Excellency, 
the Governor General? Hadn't he? He would have me 
know there was classic precedence for an inseription at the 
entrance of a house Hadn't I read how Tennyson's 
“Princess” wrote over her college doors: “Let no man enter 
in on pain of death,” and that the Romans inscribed on 
their gateways: “Beware the dog!”

Yes! That was the very Jine I needed. “The time will 
come which is not yet.” It came on Hallowe'en when, with 
the ingenuity of the wicked, I deliberately planned to steal 
the rug, knowing the blame would naturally fall upon the 
small boys of the neighborhood. ‘ 

Nothing could surpass the consternation of the family 
when I appeared indoors with the offending rug’ under my 
arm and a look of determ!nation on my face. It was a 
threatening, pleading, frightened procession that followed 
to the cellar where the monstrous thing was thrust into the 
furnace, as one would thrust ‘a plague-infected garment 
Pouf! What did I care? My neighbor would never suspect 
such a paragon of virtue as I—never, 

If you waggle your head at me and argue (as you are 
likely to) that the whole action was highly immoral, then 
I care not so much as one pin, Indeed, I commend myself 


in this matter on the grounds of a service to the cause of 
art. Wasn't it William the Conqueror who put on his own 
crown? He is my favorite hero, Besides, in the consideration 
of the destruction of this rug, there is much to be said 
for the striking adage from India that sin without detection 
is sin disolved. Or was it from India that adage came? 
I really forget. 

‘Take the offence of lying. This is a practice so com- 
mon in our part of Canada that it has come to be con- 
sidered in the light of both an achievement to be considered 
in the light of both an achievement and an ornament. 
Now, I often desire to lie greatly, especially when I go 
visiting to the East and would impress my friends with the 
surpassing advantages of life in our province; with the 
amount of money to be pcked up for the mere picking; 
how much more advanced we are on all social questions, 
and other equally popular fabrications; but, when it comes 
to the very pinch, because of my absurd scruples and by 
reason of my early training in the thirty-nine articles, I 
find it difficult in the extreme to lie with any degree of 
comfort or credibility. Of course, it goes without saying, 
that, like any other happy married woman, I can {ib in cases 
of real necessity—to please my husband and things like 
that. 

Indeed, in the light of past experience, I can plainly 
perceive that the majority of my troubles have come from 
telling the truth rather than from its evasion, This is 
why I wear the willow almost constantly, By reason of some 
sudden annoyance; because of the company of a sympathetic 
listener, or just because it is dark, I am lable to the most 
terrific attacks of truth when I tell everything I know— 
or almost everything. Each New Year's Day since I have 
reached the years of discernment (mark you, not the years 
of “discretion”) I have obstinately resolved to keep my 
perverse lips from telling the truth. 

I heartily agree with my friend, Mr. O. L. D. Blowhorn, 
who, in his enviably clever book on political ethics, claims 
truth to be a jewel of so splendid a price, that it should be 
treasured in locked vaults rather than lightly displayed 
before the eyes of the doltish and plebelan. 

To cut to the quick of this matter, there is allogether 
too much emphasis laid on the value of making good resolu- 
tious for the most casual observer must have noticed that 
those who make the most are invariably the incompetent, 
unfortunate and depraved. The only steady habit some 
folk have is that of swearing off regularly 

In no place in the world are there so many good resolu-
